T HE Mayor of 
Hackney is set 
to publish his 
proposals for 
the Council’s 2012/13 
budget. The plans will see 
no change to Hackney’s 
portion of the Council 
Tax, and no reductions 
in front line services. 
However future years 
would see very tough 
decisions being made. 

Following cuts in the 
grants it receives from 
Government, and increasing 
cost-pressures, the Council 
faced a £25million hole in 
its budget for 2012/13, but 
the Mayor’s proposals will 
bridge that gap without 
cutting the services. Some of 


the money has been found 
by making savings from 
departmental budgets that 
do not impact on service 
delivery, for example ICT 
services, communications 
and human resources. 

The number of new 
homes that have been built 
in the borough has increased 
Council Tax receipts and 
also provided an additional 
£2million of Government 
grant called the ‘New 
Homes Bonus’. Savings have 
also been made by reducing 
the number of Council 
buildings, and continuing to 
renegotiate contracts to get 
a better deal for the Council 
Tax payer. 

Mayor Jules Pipe said: 


“Of course I am pleased 
that I am in a position to 
propose a budget that does 
not have a material impact 
on front line services. But 
the Council has not reached 
this position without some 
pain - there have been job 
losses, and staff across the 
board are being expected 
to deliver more with less. 
There will inevitably be a 
greater pressure on services 
with fewer resources, but at 
the front line those services 


will continue throughout 
the next financial year. We 
will not be stopping any of 
what we do for residents, or 
closing facilities, and it has 
been my priority to keep 
those vital services going.” 

Mayor Pipe warned 
however, that in future 
years, the Council would 
not be able to avoid cutting 
services and announced a 
programme of consultation 
to help guide the tough 
decisions ahead. He said: 
“We have managed to shield 
front line services from 
the effect of Government 
cuts this year and again 
for the coming year. But in 
the years that follow, we 
will need to find savings 
of up to £40million, and 
that will mean difficult 
choices. I want residents 
to get involved with those 
decisions, and we will be 
widely consulting local 
people in the coming year.” 


Frequently asked questions on the budget 

How has Hackney balanced the books without making cuts? 

The Council has made significant savings over two years, without cutting frontline budgets, 
including £4million from senior management. Those savings, alongside increased income, 
changing the way some services are delivered, and lowered forecasts around cost pressures 
like inflation, have helped to bridge the gap for 201 2/1 3. 

This is the seventh year in a row that Council tax has been frozen. Isn’t it time to put it up 
to protect services? 

Government funding for Hackney will include a £2million grant this year that will not be paid 
to councils who raise their tax. This means Hackney would not gain by raising tax, unless it 
was hiked by more than 2.5 per cent (equal to £2million). Additionally, there is now a legal 
requirement to hold a borough-wide referendum on any rise of 3.5 per cent or more.

Protect services 


THIS is an exceptionally tough time for public services. 
Hackney has suffered another massive cut to the grant 
we receive from the Government - £1 Zmillion for the 
year 201 2/1 3. On top of that there have been additional 
cost pressures, for example nearly a £1 million hike in the 
contributions we pay for the Freedom Pass, taking the 
budget gap to £25million. 

Despite these challenges, we are able to go into the 
201 2/1 3 budget with a proposal that makes no reductions 
or closures in Council services that you, our residents, 
receive. We have had to save money, we have had to 
change the way we deliver some services, and there 
have been some job losses at the Council - that has been 
unavoidable. However, the services you receive should 
not be materially affected next year, and that has been our 
priority - to protect your services. 

So, how have we managed it? That’s a reasonable 
question, when the press is often full of stories about 
service closures across the country. The past decade 
has seen Hackney Council make huge annual efficiency 
savings, cutting senior management costs, and 
restructuring back office services. The way we have 
improved services in some areas is actually saving 
money, for example in Children’s Services where our 
nationally acclaimed work to support and keep families 
together is avoiding children being needlessly taken 
into care. 


A CO-OPERATIVE supermarket 
has unveiled plans for a new 
store in Haggerston. 

The People’s Supermarket 
(TPS) is a community driven 
project, which aims to achieve 
growth without compromising 
on social or environmental 
sustainability. 

The original store, in Lamb’s 
Conduit Street, Holborn, has 
proved a success. The idea is 
that people pay £25 a year for 
one share in the supermarket 
and commit to work four hours 
in the shop each month for a 1 0 
per cent discount on produce. 

TPS Hackney’s new home 


is a shop unit underneath a 
social housing development 
in Sedgwick Street, E9, where 
there is no lighting, plumbing 
or flooring. In order for the 
new supermarket to get off the 
ground Chief Executive Kate Bull 
(pictured) has launched a ‘brick 
by brick’ campaign to encourage 
the public to each buy a £1 brick 
to fund future expansion. 

Kate says: “The principle of 
TPS is that it is ‘driven by 
the people for the people.’ The 
site in Hackney will be 
the fulfilment of a close 
relationship with the Council, 
community and traders.”

Another key feature for the 
supermarket is the expansion of 
the People’s Kitchen concept, 
where leftovers and soon to be 
out of date food can be turned 
into meals. 

Residents have also requested 
the new store provides a creche, 
cafe and place for young people 
to socialise.

Member for Regeneration 
and the 201 2 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, said: 

“The People’s Supermarket 
is set to provide jobs, training,

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Those annual savings have been used in the past to fund 
new services or expand and improve existing ones, as 
well as freeze Council Tax. Hackney continues to look for 
such savings, but now the cash saved must go into filling 
the gap created by the loss of Government grant. 

By the end of this coming financial year, any savings that 
can still be wrung out of the Council’s administrative and 
back office functions will be dwarfed by the size of further 
reductions to our Government grant. We will keep looking 
for more and more efficient ways to do things, but the fact 
is, in future years, we will not be able to absorb the impact 
of Government cuts without services being affected. In 
201 3/1 4 and 201 4/1 5 we will need to find up to another 
£40million in savings, and to make some very difficult 
decisions. Once this budget is set in March, we will be 
embarking on a wide-ranging consultation with residents 
to find out your priorities so as to help us make those 
decisions.

The UK marks Holocaust Memorial Day 
(HMD) on 27 January - the date of the 
liberation of Auschwitz concentration camp 


Let’s speak up 
and speak out 


A N 84-year-old 
resident who 
survived the 
Holocaust has 
spoken movingly about 
some of the horrors 
he witnessed. 

Yisroel Rudj inski was just 
12 when the Nazis invaded 
his homeland of Poland in 
1939. Along with his family, 
Yisroel was transported to 
a concentration camp with 
32,000 other Holocaust 
victims - within one week 
just 2,000 remained alive. 

He was forced to work 
in concentration camps for 
another six years, until 
being liberated by Allied 
Forces at the end of the 
Second World War. 

“When we were freed by 
the Russian Army it was 
like a dream,” he said. “We 
were scared because we 
thought the Nazis were still 
around. I’d like to thank 
England for allowing me to 
stay in the country when I 
had nowhere else to go.” 

Tearful as his voice 
faltered, Yisroel recalled 
seeing prisoners dig their 
own graves before being 
shot by officers, and spoke 
of corpses of children being 
burnt in forests. 

His moving speech 
- as part of the annual 
Holocaust Memorial 
Day commemorations at 
Hackney Town Hall on

27 January - earned him 
a standing ovation. Each 
year a candle is lit and a 
floral tribute placed next to

genocides including 
Cambodia, Bosnia, Rwanda 
and Darfur.

Student Paulina 
Gawrylewska visited 
the infamous 
Auschwitz 
concentration 
camp in 
Poland, which 
is now a 
museum, for a 
school project. 
The 17-year- 
old said: “Events 
like this make people 
aware of what can happen 
so hopefully it will not be 
repeated. It also emphasises 
the importance of treating 
people equally.” 

The Speaker, Cllr Fajana- 
Thomas, added: “It’s 
important we continue to 
remember the terrible events 
of the Holocaust and for 
each generation to be aware 
of what can happen if we do 
not speak up and speak out 
to prevent such atrocities.” 

The theme for this 
year’s event was to speak 
up against hatred and 
discrimination.

A 21 st-century 
social reformer 


L ord Wei of 

Shoreditch sits on 
a reclaimed cinema 
seat nursing a cup of 
hot chocolate. He grins as I 
gingerly sit down opposite 
him on a child’s stool, 
admitting I didn’t think 
a member of the House 
of Lords would choose 
such a trendy cafe to be 
interviewed in. We’re at 
the Tin Cafe in Haggerston 
- around the corner from 
where he lives - but as the 
youngest member of the 
Lords, just 33 when he 
entered, Nat Wei doesn’t 
seem to fit the mould. 

“I grew up in an estate on 
Milton Keynes in a tough 
environment. When I came 
to this city and started living 
in West London it didn’t feel 
right - it just didn’t feel real. 
So I naturally gravitated 
East, firstly to Bow, then to 
Hackney, which feels more 
like home,” he says. 

Nat was born in Watford 
to Chinese immigrants 
from Hong Kong. He went 
to Sir Frank Markham 
Community School in 
Milton Keynes, which has 
since closed, and taught 
himself French from his 
father’s 1950s textbooks 
while ‘chairs were being 
thrown around the 
classroom’. But he still 
went on to read French and 
German at Oxford, the 
only pupil in his year to 
do so, before becoming 


a management consultant 
at McKinsey. 

Indeed, it was his tough 
education that inspired 
him to want to help 
disadvantaged young 
people. “The structure of 
a child’s schooling is really 
important,” says Nat. 
Adding: “Getting kids to 
read, write, do maths and 
learn to study - if you get 
those building blocks in 
place, kids can do a lot 
themselves, no matter what 
the circumstance.” 

Nat became an adviser 
for Absolute Return for 
Kids (ARK), a charity 
which aspires to change 
children’s lives. And then 
helped co-found Teach 
First - a scheme which aims 
to transform graduates into 
effective teachers. 

“Young people right now 
are facing a really tough 
time. Some of the solutions 
do lie at national level, but a 
lot of the responsibility lies 
with young people to say ‘I 
can do this’ and not give in 
to peer pressure,” he says. 

In 2009, his work caught 
the eye of the Government 
and he was offered a role, 
on a voluntary basis, as an 
adviser for the Big Society 
project. He stayed in post 
for a year, during which 
time he also entered the 
House of Lords. “My 
time as a Government 
adviser was what I call my 
internship,” Nat muses. 


Adding: “It was great 
experience, but my passion 
is to help create social 
enterprises from the ground 
up. That’s where real 
change happens.” 

Indeed Nat gets his 
inspiration from a 
19th-century social 
reformer, the 7th Earl of 
Shaftesbury, who created a 
range of social enterprises 
from shoe shining to ‘ragged 
schools’, which provided 
free education for destitute 
children. He says: “I love 
the way reformers in that 
era thought big. They saw 
a problem and mobilised 
a movement - whether to 
abolish slavery or to foster 
literacy - they scaled it up.” 

As for being the youngest 
person in the Lords, Nat 
takes it in his stride. He says: 
“The other peers have made 
me feel really welcome. I 
believe I can bring a different 
perspective as a younger 
person, which is important 
because the Lords helps 
makes laws which affects us 
all - old and young.” 

Nat is currently working 
for a few social enterprises, 
including the Shoreditch 
Group and the Challenge, 
which encourage young 
people from different 
backgrounds to mix in order 
to make new connections. 

“Learning how to deal 
with rich and poor, white 
and black is a key to how 
I have been able to move 
forward in life,” says Nat. 

Ultimately, it’s a sense 
of community which Nat 
thinks will make the world a 
better place. “Community is 
about resilience, it’s not just 
about money and getting 
rich. If everyone who wants 
to set up the next Google 
applied just some of that 
energy into tackling social 
problems then we could 
change the world,” he says.

Q: I have seen ‘Nice Save’ recycling adverts in 
Hackney Today and elsewhere in London. Can you 
explain how recycling saves money? 

A: It costs the Council less to collect and send material 
to be recycled, or composted, than it does to dispose of 
it as waste. 

By recycling 1 9,000 tonnes last year, residents helped 
save half a million pounds on sending waste to landfill. 
Although this is a great result, there is so much more 
to do. Currently, only 25 per cent of household waste 
is recycled in the borough, despite the fact over 60 per 
cent could be. 

If everyone recycled more in Hackney, the Council could 
dramatically reduce the amount of money it has to spend 
on sending materials to landfill and 
spend it on other vital front-line 
services.

What a drain - Hackney’s flood warnings 


WHILE flooding because 
of heavy rainfall is 
unlikely in London, 
Hackney - along with 
all other boroughs in the 
capital - has been working 
towards identifying 
risk areas to ensure the 
Council, residents and 
businesses are prepared. 

Local flood planning 
work, which is part of 
the Greater London 


Authority’s overall Drain 
London project, aims to 
understand what causes 
flooding, where it may be 
a risk, and how boroughs 
can manage any potential 
impact on residents and 
businesses. 

The Council has 
collected data from local 
and national sources in 
order to develop a clearer 
understanding of the flood 


risks across Hackney. 

Its initial report includes 
maps showing areas at 
risk of flooding, and aims 
to give comprehensive 
information to allow 
residents and businesses 
to be better prepared and 
make informed choices. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“All councils have a 


responsibility to prepare for 
and manage possible flood 
waters. Although there 
has not been any serious 
flooding in Hackney for 
more than 60 years, it is 
important that the Council 
is prepared.”

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Recycling more of our 
food waste can help 
lower the amount of 
greenhouse gases created 
at landfills and can help 
reduce climate change. It 
will also help save local 
taxpayers money, as it 
currently costs around 
£2million a year to get rid 
of food waste in Hackney. 

“With the free liners and 
new caddies, residents see 
how simple it is to take part 
in food recycling.” 

Food waste recycling 
helps to make Hackney 
a greener borough and 
produces 200 tonnes of 
compost each year, which 
is used by local parks, 


gardens and community 
groups. 

In total 62,000 homes 
will be visited as part of 
the drive, and residents 
will be shown how to use 
the blue bins, the full 
range of food that can be 
recycled in them, and given 
the free liners. 

Compostable liners help 
keep kitchen caddies clean 
and tidy, and break down 
easily in the composting 
process, unlike other plastic 
bags which shouldn’t be 
used in blue bins.

Say ‘no’ to unwanted mail 

PEOPLE living in the North London Waste Authority area, 
which includes Hackney, are being offered help to reduce 
the amount of junk mail they receive. 

Figures show the average household in the UK receives 
around 650 pieces of unwanted mail each year, which in 
North London equates to 1 8kg of waste per household. 

To stop unwanted mail, follow these steps: 

1 . Place a ‘no junk mail’ sticker on your letterbox to tell 
people delivering flyers you don’t want them hitting 
your doormat. Get a free one at: www.nlwa.gov.uk/ 
nojunkmail 

2. Use the free Mailing Preference Service (MPS) to stop 
addressed mail being sent to you, where your details 
have been pulled off a mailing database. Register online 
at: www.mpsonline.org.uk 

3. To stop all unaddressed mail distributed by 
Royal Mail’s door-to-door scheme, e-mail: 
optout@royalmail.com 

4. Avoid joining new mailing lists. Be sure to tick the opt- 
out box on forms, including your electoral register form, 
to stop your address being passed on 

5. Return unwanted mail. Write ‘return to sender’ on the 
envelope and put it back in the post unstamped.

Waste Not 

15 Feb-12 Jun, The Curve, Barbican, Silk Street, EC2Y 


‘WU jin qu yong’; a proverb for surviving 
periods of political upheaval in communist 
China. Roughly translated to ‘waste not, 
want not’, the saying promoted saving 
and reusing objects of all kinds and was 
especially prominent during the early post- 
Second World War years. 

As a tribute to his own frugal mother, 
conceptual artist Song Dong has brought 
10,000 items collected over five decades. 
Zhao Xiangyuan (pictured above) saved 
everything - old pieces of used soap, empty 
toothpaste tubes, bottle caps, old toys and 
pans - for possible future use. When things 
did improve, the fear of shortage remained in 
her leading to an ever-present life of thrift. 


Following Song Dong’s father’s death in 
2002, she sank into deep depression. The 
artist wanted to make her happy and for 
her to find renewed purpose in life, so he 
proposed that she work with him to make 
her possessions a work of art. Zhao died 
in 2009, but not before the first Waste Not 
showing in Beijing. A neon sign from Song 
Dong at the front of the Barbican reads 
‘Dad and Mom, Don’t Worry About Us, We 
Are All Well.’

T HE first black US 
military pilots 
shared their vivid 
memories of the 
Second World War when 
they met a group of 
Hackney politics students. 

The ‘Tuskegee Airmen’ 

- an air squadron of all 
black North Americans - 
were lauded for succeeding 
in virtually all of their 
missions. But as well 
as battling the Nazis in 


Europe during the 1940s, 
the regiment faced racism 
from within their own 
ranks and wider US society. 

Sixth formers from Our 
Lady’s Convent High 
School, N16, got a rare 
opportunity to hear these 
historical accounts first 
hand from Alexander 
Jefferson and Leroy F 
Gillead. Now, both over

Short film competition aims to 
cut smoking in the borough 

A NATIONWIDE short film competition has been launched 
to help tackle smoking among young people. 

Cut Films is challenging students to research the dangers 
of smoking, make a short film about it and upload it to 
social media websites such as Facebook and Twitter. 
People can then vote for their favourite film on the Cut 
Films website. 

Last year, three shorts by Hackney students were 
screened at the Rio Cinema, in Dalston, as part of 
the contest. 

Emma Wrafter, from The Deborah Hutton Campaign 
which runs Cut Films, said: “Two-thirds of smokers 
start smoking before the age of 1 8, and in England 
alone 1 50,000 young people, aged 1 1 to 1 5, are regular 
smokers. The cost of smoking to the NHS in Hackney is 
£1 4.3 million. We hope young people in the borough take 
up the challenge of making a short film about smoking 
and give the rest of the UK a run for their money.”

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

CONNIE Dunne, 18, was born in Hackney and lives just around the corner from the 
Hoxton Apprentice. She left school at 1 6 with a selection of GCSEs and was unsure 
of what to do, so initially embarked upon a BTEC in Child Care, which included 
spending time in a nursery, and going on a legal secretary course - all of which 
didn’t appeal to her entrepreneurial aspirations. 

Connie spent a summer doing casual work in a cafe and was referred to Hoxton 
Apprentice by Jobcentre Plus last October. She initially joined as a volunteer and has 
recently been taken on as a paid apprentice.

Fairer charging 
policy consultation 

THE Council has finished 
consulting residents about 
its charges for care services 
for older and disabled 
people who live at home. 
Over 250 people 
responded to the 12 
week consultation, which 
ran from 18 July to 10 
October last year. 
Following the feedback, 
the Council recently 
agreed a number of 
changes to its ‘fairer 
charging policy’. 

From 2 April, some 
people will pay more for 
care services; others, who 
are not charged now, 
may be asked to pay in 
the future; and many will 
continue to get services 


free of charge. 

It is estimated that only 
about 15 per cent more 
people receiving care 
services will have to begin 
paying a charge for them. 

While around 45 per 
cent of those currently 
receiving services in 
Hackney will continue 
to get them free. The 
Council’s fairer charging 
policy continues to be 
one of the most generous 
in Fondon. 

The Council has written 
to all service users who 
may be affected to let 
them know about this 
policy change. They 
have also been asked to 
complete a new financial 
assessment form so the 
Council can update the 
information used to 


calculate care charges.
